WASHINGTON — (UP) — 
The State Department said 
yesterday it had _ received 
Communist reports that Amer- 
ican Consul-General Angus 
Ward was being tried by a 
Chinese Communist “people’s 
court” and that a_ verdict 
would be announced -.soon. 

Ward and four members of his 
staff were jailed Oct. 24 on what 
this country regards as “trumped 
up” charges of beating two Chi- 
nese workers who had demanded 
back pay. The rest of his staff is 
under house arrest and has not 
been allowed to contact him di- 
rectly. 

The State Department, which is 
trying to mobilize world opinion 
behind a campaign tc free the five 
men, said it had received the ‘irst 
word that their trials actually are 
under way from Communist news- 
papers in Shanghai and Nanking. 

A Communist report published 
in Nanking and attributed to a 
Mukden broadcast, said the ‘Peo- 
ple’s Court” had held “many 
hearings” on the case. Two Chi- 
nese witnesses and the alleged as- 
gault victims already have testi- 
fied, it said. 

“As the investigation has been 
concluded,” it said, “the court will 
give a final hearing to the case in 
a matter of days and the verdict 
will be announcec ” 

Another account published in a 
Shanghai Communist newspaper 
said there were two “victims” of 
what is termed the “American im- 
perialist element.” Until yester- 
day it had been understood that 
Ward and his employees were 
charged with beating only one per- 
gon. 

Still another report from Nan- 
king said Ward and his aides had 
been brought face-to-face with 
their alleged “victims” and that 
both sides had made “statements.” 
It, too, forecast an early verdict. 

The trial report was no surprise 
to some American officials. They 
have felt all along that the Com- 
munists would convict the accused, 
submit them to indignities, and or- 
der them from China ‘in disgrace.” 

This procedure would be de- 
signed to make all Westerners 
“lose face” in the Far East where 
prestige is more valuable than life. 

There had been suggestions from 
the American Legion and some 
Congressmen that the United 
States use the threat of military 
force to obtain Ward's freedom. 
But that course was discarded as 
too dangerous. 

One top official put it this way: 

“Use force, and all you will get 
is Ward's corpse.”

Boy, 11, Safe; 34 Dead 


OSLO, Norway—(AP)—An 11-year-old Jewish refugee 
boy emerged yesterday as the sole survivor of a plane wreck 
that brought death to 34 persons—27 other children and 


seven adults. 

He is Isaac Allal, 11. His two 
brothers and a sister were among 
the dead. All 28 children were 
being flown from Tunisia to Nor- 
way for six months rest and re. 
habilitation when their Dutch 
transport plane lost its bearings 
and crashed Sunday night. 

Search parties found the wreck. 
age on a densely wooded hillside 
30 miles southwest of Oslo. 

The twin-engined DC-3 trans- 
port object of a four-nation sea, 
air and land search, was carrying 
four Dutch crewmen and three 
nurses in addition to the children 

A police officer in charge of 
operations at the scene said 31! 
bodies had been recovered, 26 of 
them children. The other three 
bodies were believed to be under 
the wreckage. 

Isaac was sitting in his chair at 
the verv tail of the plane when a 
party of Home Guardsmen, headed 
by Toralf Hagen, reached the 
hours after 
the crash. 

He blinked and told his rescuers 
in halting French he felt “not 
bad.” 

Though able to walk, he was 
hustled on a stretcher to an ambu- 
lance and taken to the hospital 
at Drammen, 10 miles away. 

There the chief physician de- 
scribed his injuries as a scratched 
nose, a swollen wrist and slight 
burns. 

“It is almost a miracle,” said the 
doctor. Though suffering no ap-

the boy told his name. 

Asked if he knew where he was, 
Allal replied, “yes, I am in Nor- 
way.

It was afternoon and only a 
few hours of light remained in 
this northern country at this time 
of year.

J. Strom Thurmond, of 
South Carolina, the presidential 
candidate of the States’ Rights 
Party last year, was unanimously 
elected chairman of the Southern 
Governors Conference. Since he 
was a year late in getting this of- 
fice, however, observers did not 
attach any states’ rights signifi- 
cance to his election. Thurmond 
was slated to get the post last year, 


‘but his campaign. for President 
caused the conference to delay it. 
His unopposed nomination came 
from a committee, of which Gov. 
Talmadge was a member. 

“The Governors of the States 
represented here by the Southern 
Governors, Conferénte are op- 
posed to govermment regimenta- 
tion of the individual citizen and 
the socialization of competitive in- 
dustry and we unqualifiedly sup- 
port the traditional way of life 
and our free enterprise system, 

“We believe in the freedom of 
the individual, the sovereignty of 
the respective states, in keeping 
with the Federal Constitution, as 
essential to the survival of the 
Republic.”

Judge Kent, Who Helped 
Save Georgia Football, Dies 


VIDALIA—(UP)—The man who helped save football in the 
South died at Sardis, near here, vesterday. 

He was William B. Kent, Sr., 79, prominent Montgomery 
County jurist. 

Judge Kent was captain of the Georgia football team in 1897, 
the vear in which Richard Von Gammon, Georgia quarterback, 
was killed during a game with Virginia, 

Von Gammon's death brought about passage of a bill in the 
G;eorgia General Assembly outlawing football in the State. 
Judge Kent and Von Gammon’s mother, now also dead, inter- 
vened with pleas to the Governor. On the basis of their 
requests, the Governor vetoed the bill. 

Other Southern States, including Virginia. were also taking 
steps to outlaw football because of the incident but stopped 
them after the Georgia Governor's action, 

Judge Kent was the first ordinary of Wheeler County and 
represented both Montgomery and Wheeler Counties in the 
State Legislature. He introduced the bill creating Wheeler 
County and was grand marshal of the Mason in Georgia. 

Funeral services will be held Wednesday from the Baptist 
Church in Alamo, where he lived for 36 years. 

Burial will be at Athens, home of the University.

Sen. Walter F. George, senior Senator 
from Georgia, has a deserved reputation 
for sound, conservative judgment and 
clarity of viewpoint. He does not go off 
half cocked and he is never hysterical. 
For these reasons, plus his ability, he 
is regarded as one of the most able men 


in the Senate. 


With that preamble we would like to 
quote from an interview given in Jackson- 
ville Monday evening: | 


“I’m an optimist—I have always been 
one. I am not getting excited about a 
welfare state, nor do I intend to do so 
unless the services the Government now 
provides are greatly expanded. 


“A much stronger government would 
put us on the right course in a short length 
of time,” he said, but quickly added that 
he meant no criticism of President Tru- 
man. 


“I have confidence that Mr. Truman 
wants to correct the abuses of which he 
is conscious, and that he desires to move 
in the direction that would work us out 
of our problems rather than to make them 
greater,” 


About the future, the Senator com- 
mented: 

“If important national and interna- 
tional matters could be discussed and set- 


tled without politics being injected, the 
United States would have as a whole a 
greater hope, a greater assurance, a great- 
er incentive to go forward.” 

Sen. George said he is very hopeful 
that the next session of Congress will 
eliminate some taxes altogether and re- 
duce others. 

“For instance,” he said, “I think it Is 
time for the excise taxes on transportation 
and communications to be completely 
eliminated. If we don’t, the Government 
will eventually have to take over our com- 
munications and transportation systems, 
and then we'll be a little closer to social- 
ism.” | 

We commend the Senator’s words to one 
and all of the persons who have been see- 
ing Stalin behind the door, Marx under the 
bed and Attlee peering in at the window. 
Sen. George is optimistic. He is not get- 
ting excited about a welfare state. He 
has plans and he believes we can work 
them out. Furthermore, he thinks Presi- 
dent Truman is sincere and wants to cor- 
rect the abuses of which he is conscious. 

May we suggest, then, that we have 
a great calming down and that those who 
are crying “Welfare” and “Statism” go 
on a soft diet and retire early each eve- 
ning so their blood pressures may be re- 
duced. 


Qutrages Against Americans 


Hungary’s admission that an Ameri- 
car businessman, Robert Vogeler, has been 
jailed on “charges” of espionage is the 
Jatest in a series of outrages against our 
citizens by Communist countries. 

Two Americans were seized some time 
ago by the Communist Government of 
North Korea. The American Consul Gen- 
eral at Mukden, China, has been in jail 
a month, held by Communists. 


Verdict of the “People’s Court” before 
which the Consul is on “trial,” is foregone. 

The situation calls for stern measures, 
if necessary. Use of force is, of course, 
out of the question, for that might be ex- 
actly what the Communists want. There 
are other ways, just as effective and not 
nearly so risky, of dealing with the prob- 
lem. It is about time our Government 
brought them to bear. 


Atlanta's New Traffic Laws 


There are hopeful signs that Atlanta 
authorities are going all out to improve 
traffic conditions, which admittedly are 
deplorable, and reduce the number of vio- 
lations. 


One of these signs“is contained in City 
Council’s passage Monday of an ordinance 
making it an offense for any person to be 
under the influence of intoxicants, or 
drugs, if they are behind the steering 
wheel of an automobile. A fine of up to 
$500 and/or 60 days in prison is spelled 
out for violators. Even more important, 
however, is the fact that the Traffic Re- 
corder may revoke driving permits upon 
conviction. This provision removes a 
block that long has stood in the way of 
effective law enforcement in those city 
traffic cases involving drunken driving. 
Heretofore it has been necessary to bind 
over those so charged to a County Court. 
Revocation of the driving permit was 
possible only after conviction there, a 
process which often required 60 days or 
more—and all the time the offender was 
free to continue his dangerous driving. 


The new ordinance is merely a techni- 
cal one, giving the city jurisdiction where 
it long has been needed. The promptness

with which such matters can be dealt with 
in traffic courts and the certainty that 
permits now will be revoked upon con- 
viction will serve as a deterrent to likelv 
offenders. 

Beginning tomorrow, Atlantans 
will drive under a set of new rules, chief 
among which is that right turns on red 
lights will be prohibited. While there 
may be doubt in many minds that this 
will speed traffic, the plan was adopted 
after considerable study and represents 
the considered judgment of Traffic Engi- 
neer Karl Bevins, who is an expert in his 
line. Mr. Bevins has urged all Atlantans 
to co-operate. He wisely doesn’t expect 
any miracles, but believes the traffic situ- 
ation will improve if the new rules are 
given a chance to work. We won’t like 
it at first, but we’ll learn to. 

Atlanta has too many traffic accidents. 
We don’t believe the public dny longer 
looks with approval, as it once did, upon 
evasions of the law. Perhaps the city can 
never have the smooth-flowing traffic pos- 
sible in some well-laid-out municipalities. 
But we can keep trying and give full 
co-operation to those authorities who are 
doing an honest and sincere job in an at- 
tempt to improve conditions.

RFC Loans for 4-Lane Highways? 


BILOXI, Miss.—The Talmadge Administration is studying the possibilitvsof borrowing Reconstruc- 


tion Finance Corporation funds to build four-lane highways through Georgia. 


Gov. Talmadge lis- 


tened to Gov. Roy Turner, of Oklahoma, report to the Southern Governors’ Conference efforts to borrow 
money from the Federal Government at a cheap rate of interest and build a highway, and then he 
disclosed that some 80 days ago he had asked State Sen. Spence Grayson, of Savannah, to investigate 


such a possibibity for Georgia. 

Talmadge said the highways would be toll 
roads, and the revenue would be used to repay 
the loans—if the State does decide to go into 
such a proposition. Thus, the State could con- 
struct much-needed super highways which would 
pay for themselves while, at the same time, carry- 
ing on the regular road-building program through 
the State Highway Department. 

A special highway authority would have to 
be created to seek the RFC loans and handle the 
collection of tolls, keeping this project entirely 
separate from the State regular program of con- 
structing rural and primary roads. 

This is not a new field of exploration for 
Georgia. The State Ports Authority at present 
is seeking an RFC loan to expand port facilities. 

The Oklahoma Governor Is seeking to have 
the RFC cut its interest rates below the present 
four percent, so as to encourage all States to 
use these loans for building highways which 
might net otherwise be constructed. The toll 
roads would pick up revenue from tourists, it 
was pointed out. Gov. Preston Lane, of Mary- 
land, said that 65 percent of the tolls paid on 
two bridges in Maryland come from out-of- 
State cars. 


In seeking to drastically reduce highway 
deaths tin the South, the Governors said it 


patrol is an answer to stopping highway 
deaths, said Gov. Lane. A motorist shouldn't 


travel more than 20 miles without seeing a 
State patrol car, he added. 
Gov. Turner said Oklahoma has raised its 
drivers license fee from 50 cents to $1.50 in 
order to double the number of troopers. Gov. 
Fuller Warren said Florida has passed a law 
requiring cattle to be fenced in—eliminating one 
of the death traps of that State which still exists 
in Georgia. 

Reports at the Southern Governors’ Confer- 
ence showed that Georgia’s road death toll is one 
of the highest in the nation. 


White Georgians seeking graduate credits 
in social work education will have to go to 
regional schools in other States—just as they 
now go to colleges in other States for this 
study.

A Quiet 
Political Essay 


Georgia has one candidate for office in the 
primary of 1950. 

Senator Walter George, the senior Senator of 
national reputation, has announced he will be a candidate to suc- 
ceed himself. The odds are he will remain there, a lonely figure, 
until 1950 has come. But, there will,be others. Indeed the woods, 
as usual, will be full of them. Their number will include the usual 
percentage of the unscrupulous who will do literally anything to 
be elected. The welkin will ring with protestations of patriotism, 
love of flag, country and State. Georgia will be discussed in 
endearing terms and her enemies will be castigated in wild and 
ridiculous terms. 

The 1950 primary will be a busy one. Not only is there the 
nomination of a United States Senator in the lists, but there also 
must be nominated a Governor, two Supreme Court Justices, an 
Attorney General, Treasurer, Secretary of State, Commissioner of 
Agriculture, Commissioner of Labor, Comptroller and so on, in- 
cluding Legislators. Of these, the races for Attorney General and 
the two judgeships are quite capable of catching on fire. 


George that he would be 
Two Races a candidate set at rest one report, long bandied 
about, namely; that he would retire. 


There followed an immediate report to replace it. These re- 
ports, or rumors, grow and flourish like the Biblical bay tree in 
the rich soil of political gossip, nourished by the high nitrogen con- 
tent of political talk. 

This was that Gov. Herman Talmadge, in exchange for a promise 
from Sen. George to resign after “two or three years” of service, 
would refrain from himself being a candidate against Sen. George. 
The idea wag that in such an event Gov. Talmadge would move 


up to the Senate. 
Not So This is emphatically denied by both Sen. George and 
Gov. Talmadge. No deal has been made. While it may 
be true that Gov. Talmadge would like to go to tne Senate (as 
what State politician would not?) he is in a sense the captive of his 
friends in office and in the various counties. If he does not run 
for Governor there is as yet no one on the scene in the Talmadge 
faction who could do so. Therefore the demands of his friends 
will almost require him to be a candidate for Governor. Most of 
his friends also are Sen. George’s friends and it does not quite 
add up that the Governor should run against him. 


As one of his old-timers in the Talmadge faction put it: “His 
(the Governor’s) daddy tried it (in 1938) and while he came close, 
he couldn’t do it. The position of the two Georgia Senators is much 
stronger now than then.” 

Nevertheless, Gov. Talmadge has not said what he will do. He 
has simply said he has been a party to no deal. The first he 
knew of Sen. George’s announcement, he said, was when a news 


agency telephoned him to tell him.’ 

Arnall Ellis Argall, former Governor, whose record as Gover- 
nor was an excellent one, still is a factor. He has suc- 

ceeded in making the people, and the politicians, realize he still 

is in the ring. 

There is considerable speculation as to whether he will run 
either against Sen. George or against Gov. Taimadge. He could 
raise a campaign fund. He would attract the anti-Talmadge vote, 
and he would receive some white collar support: He does not 
now, however, add up as having strength enough to defeat either 
Sen. George or Gov. Talmadge, but he is the rock in the shoe 
of some.of the political leaders. There is no argument but that 
of the openly anti-Talmadge leaders he has the most strength. even 
though it does not now seem enough to win. 

My own estimate is that former Gov. Arnall, whose greatest 
strength is the fact that so many persons consistently under- 
estimate his real ability, will not run against anyone. 

The tides of national politics are running his way. They will 
not be at flood next year. Therefore, I think he will not run be 
cause he is too intelligent. My idea is he will work behind the 
scenes, but always keeping himself available should either of his 
two possible opponents blunder in such a manner as to arouse any 


considerable opposition. 

RR RT There is adegal doubt as to whether either he or 
Eligibility Gov. Talmadge is eligible to run for Governor. 
There is a conflict relating to each. Gov. Arnall was held by the 
court to be serving until his successor was duly elected and quali- 
fied. He resigned after the courts held that the election of Herman 
Talmadge by the Legislature was unconstitutional and that suc- 
cession should come through the Lieutenant Governor. The legal 
ineligible. The code 
conflict also exists in. relationship to Gov. Talmadge’s term. 


It is known the Republicans are interested. A court injunction 
could be filed to prevent the Secretary of State from placing Gov. 
Talmadge’s name on the ballot. Or, the Republicans could run a 
man and file suit against his election on the grounds of the Gover- 
nor’s alleged ineligibility. 

Ah, well, it is Winter, and the political pastures are frost-bitten 
and not very nourishing at best. It is just as well we have all 
this political fodder with which to stall-feed the boys during the 
cold months. It is quite a spell before it is time to take the Spring 
sulphur and molasses and start out to the hustings. Which is 
another reason to celebrate Thanksgiving a little more earnestly.

I walked in and asked the proprietress how much she 
Champs wanted for the mutt. 

“He'll cost you $250—and hes no mutt,” said the bowsermonger. 

“Isn't that a little steep?” 

“It’s very reasonable for a good dachshund. If you wanted a 
full-blooded Australian kelpie, you’d have to pay $500 and up.” 

“I don’t get this full-blooded business,” I said. “What have 
these pups got in their veins—ketchup or Pol Roger °26?” 

“You don’t understand,” said the proprietress. ‘They're cham- 
pions and have the papers to prove it.” 

Well, there was no one else in the shop, and so I asked the 
lady if she’d mind giving me a run-down on how champions are 
selected. What she told me is old stuff to Fido fanciers, but on 
the off-chance that you’re no more kiyoodle-conscious than I was, 
here ‘tis. ae 

For one thing, including the tongue-twisters already mentioned, 
there are 11 recognized breeds in the dog world. And for another, 
a purp isn’t officially a purp unless it’s registered with the Ameri- 
can Kennel Club—the Burke’s Peerage of poochdom. 

During 1948, there were 239,495 new arrivals listed with the 
AKC, plus 65,905 official changes of ownership—and this is Big 
Business and no kidding, for quite a few of the registered Rovers 
sold for $1,000 or better. 


Shows Last vear, the local clubs.around the country sponsored 

2? 444 dog shows, and you could easily elect a Congress- 
man with the number of judges, handlers, tail-trimmers and ear 
snippers involved in these yap-fests. 

To rate a “Ch.” before its name, a dog must first win a blue 
ribbon in its own class. This entitles it to compete for ‘best of 
winners.” If it wins that, it’s given a certain number of points 
towards its championship, depending on the number of dogs it 
has beaten. Then. to be declared a champion, it has to win 15 
points, getting them in at least three different shows under at 


least three different judges. 
J d I asked the owner of the poochatorium to tell me some- 
u ges thing about the gentlemen who do the judging. 

“There are more than 5.000 of them licensed by the AKC,” she 
said. “The club has set certain standards to guide them, but the 
judges don’t have to pay any attention to them unless they want 
to, and their say-so is final. Consequently, in selecting a ‘best of 
winners’, a judge may pick a certain setter over a certain cocker 
one day, and a week later reverse himself at another show. 

“The tendency, however, is to go along with the opinion of the 
previous judge, and this sometimes results in strange selections. 
For instance, a couple of years ago a highly-touted European 
expert attended a show and was amused by the higgedly-piggedly 
appearance of a fox terrier whose owner had somehow managed 
to get him past the entry committee. As a gag, he asked the han- 
dier if the dog was for sale. 

“One of the judges overheard him and, not knowing that the 
European was joking, awarded a blue ribbon to the stumblebum 
pooch. And at subsequent shows, other judges went along with this 
decision until the animal had piled up enough points to win a 
championship. Today, old Higgledy-Piggedly is a big name in the 
dog business and worth more than $1,000.” 

“It’s a lot like show business,” I said to the lady. “I know 
several Broadway and Hollywood champs who have gotten into 
the $1,000 class by a very similar process.”

It is the new Texas—the Texas of sheep and oil as well as of cattle, 


It sits in the center of a great flat table- 
The air is clear 


and the folk are a strange mixture of the old and the new. There is no pretense about them, no 


put-on and no sham. 


There is the story they tell about the sheep- 
men who hang around in the lobby of the St. 
Angelus Hotel, which is the capitol building, in a 
sense, of the sheep capital of the United States. 
They are not much to look at. They are leathery 
old men whose faces are seamed by the sun and 
wind. They wear the broad-brimmed hat and 
the fine high-heeled handmade boots, but the dust 
on the hat and the boots may conceal the fact 
that both are of the finest quality. What they 
wear beneath the boots, the shirt and the pants, 
are of no importance, and they may be, and 
probably are, of the cheapest material. 

They come down in the early morning—5:30 
or 6 o’clock—and sit around in the lobby talking 
weather and wool prices, and the stranger who 
walks in and sees them there may jump to a 
strongly erroneous conclusion. Like the drum- 
mer from the East who walked in one morning 
early, looked around him at the old rancher? 
sitting there and asked the clerk: 


“What's the matter, don’t these old bums have 
@ place to sleep?” 

The clerk looked at him a long moment. 

“Mister,” he said, “any one of these old-timers 
could buy thts hotel.’ 


The well-off Texan, and he is plentiful 
right now, doesn’t go in much for show, ex- 
cept on one point. He shows in every line 
that he’s a Texan. He does not want any- 
body to make any mistake about that. If he 
comes from East Texas, where folks look | 
and dress about like folks in Birmingham 
and Atlanta, he will hasten to tell you. A 
West Texan doesn’t have to tell you. He 
looks West Texas. The tan that does not 
fade, the eyes that seem to be forever nar- 
rowed to look across vast distances into the 
sun, are the brand he wears from cradle to 
the grave. 


Even when he’s far from home, and has been 
weaned away from the big hat and the boots, you 
look at him closely and you'll always see some 
little mark upon him that speaks of home. His 
belt is of chased leather, with a buckle of sil#er 
‘get with synthetic rubies. That is a bit of 
jewelry about him somewhere that speaks of the 


range, a cuff link shaped like a bucking horse, a-

Jariat, or a six-shooter, maybe. Unfortunately, 
effete Easterners like these Western decorations, 
too, and it is growing more and more difficult 
for a Texan to be sure that he is recognized. 
A local jeweler here has seemingly solved that 
problem. He is making a distinctive bit of 
jewelry that is typical Texas, and he sells it 
mainly to West Texans. It is a little silver spur, 
with the man’s initials, or his brand, set in the 
curve of the heel piece. The men wear them as 
tie clasps, the ladies as shoulder pins. Every 
man in this town, nearly, when he is dressed up 
and wearing a tie, wears his spur tie pin. Texans 
meeting in Chicago and spotting these pins im 
mediately recognize each other as having come 
from, or recently passed through, San Angelo. 


If a man is going to stay in Texas and 
work in Texas, West Texans like for him to 
take on the dress and manner of the region, 
too. The Trans Texas Air Lines, for in- 
stance, does not wish anybody to be under 
the delusion, when they leave Dallas bound 
for the ranch country, that they are flying 
over country like any other in the world. 
The stewardess who takes your hat and coat 
is. in the first place, very pretty, for Texans 
like pretty gals. In the second place she is 
dressed up in a pair of cowgirl boots with 
maroon bottoms and cream-colored tops. She 
wears a Western belt, chased with silver, 
a bolero jacket like an old-time cowpunch- 
er’s vest, a searf that serves as a bandana 
and a flat cowgirl hat. 


I got on the plane at Dallas the_other night to 
be greeted by such a flower of the Old West. 

“Howdy Miss,” I said in my best phoney 
Texas drawl. “Are you shore you ain’t lone- 
some for your home on the range where the 
deer and the antelope play and where yore pappy 
runs two million head of cattle on ten million 
acres of land?” 

“if I’m lonesome for anywhere,” she said in 
an accent flavored by a Stephens College drama 
course, “it’s for my home in Grand Rapids, Mich., 
where my father is a policeman.

proceeding down a subterranean tunnel hewn by the Mayans 1,600 years ago, a 
strong suspicion that you're going to break your silly neck. | 


Here in the middle of the Mexican jungle 
are the remains of a vast sacred city, dedicated 
by the Mayans to their dozen god@ at about the 
time that Europe was the land of the Goths and 
the Visigoths, as per your high school ancient 
history book. These earlyAmericans were smart. 
There were better than 20,000,000 of them. They 
invented the calendar, studied the stars, used 
higher mathematics, and figured out a way of 
writing that modern scientists never have been 
able to decode. Then, blooie! 


They disappeared. Nobody knows exact- 
ly what happened. Every expert seems to 
have a different theory. Could be _ that 
somebody invented a prehistoric atom bomb. 
My own theory is that they spent so much 
effort building temples that they had no 
time left to work for themselves. 


Chichen Itza, in any event, has ap yramid 
comparable to those In Egypt, except that it has 
steps leading to the top; a warriors’ palace with 
butchers’ blocks for taking care of enemies; a 
basketball court where the world’s greatest per- 
formers (bar none) must have played: a solar 
observatory, and a well 200 feet across where 
the ancients in their wisdom tossed their most 
beautiful maidens in the hope that it would rain. 


So what happened’? An American heard 
about this some 40 years ago, bought the well 
and surrounding territory for $150, lowered a 
boat, and began dredging the place for the golden 
ornaments worn by the sacrificial beauties. He 
got away with untold millions’ w®rth of swag. 
He's dead now, but the Yucateans still are sore 
at him. Fellow by the name of Thompson, from 


Boston. 
That basketball court, though, was what im- 
pressed me. A clearing longer than a football

field, surrounded by high stone parapets on which 
the spectators sat. The tones were carved with 
pictures of how the game used to be played. It 
must have been the hardest-played sport in his- 
tory. The rules guaranteed it. After each game 
the captain of the losing team bowed low be- 
iy the emperor and there had his head chopped 
off. 

So at one end of Chichen Itza the Mayans 
wasted captains and at the other maidens. Over 
the centuries this in itself could have done the 
race no good. Maybe those Mayans weren’t as 
smart as the archeologists claim. 

I got to wondering about that while climbing 
up an almost vertical tunnel inside the pyramid. 
It was damp and dank and airless, but far up 
in the vast pile of limestone blocks was hewn 
a small square chamber, in which was the high 
priest’s throne. 

This was in the form of a red terra cotta tiger 
with eyes of green jade. Only the breathless 
get to see this beast, but the sight is worth the 
effort, because here is a mystery. Where'd that 
jade come from? 


Nowhere in the Western Hemisphere is 
jade to be found. The nearest jade mines 
are in China. But the busy scientists have 
compared the tiger’s eyes with jade from 
every mine in the world and none of it 
matches. So where did those Mayans orig- 
inate? Your guess is as good as the pro- 
fessors’. 


And so we leave beautiful Chichen Itza. There 
are 400 other Mayan ruins in these parts, but I 
give you my personal guarantee that I’ll mention 
no more of them. Next stop: Campeche, where 
a pirate’s pal invented the cocktail in the days 
of the Spanish Main. 


‘Judge Hand's Pernicious Decision’ 


WASHINGTON—The act which has put to torture Mrs. Hester McCullough, of Greenwich, Conn., 
in the Draper-Adler libel suit, is an unreasonable and political decision of the United States Circuit 
Court or Appeals for the Second Circuit, written by Judge Learned Hand, who has a reputation for 
liberalism. Politically, liberalism is a prejudice against the opinions of conservatives, meaning those 
who would conserve the precious principles of the republican form of government and of the Consti- 


tution. 

Judge Hand wrote that there was no impor- 
tant difference between saying that a man was a 
Communist and saying that the same man merely 
sympathized with the objects and methods of 
the Communist Party. That is an absurd holding 
and its effects have been pernicious, because it 
went on to say that it was an offense to say 
either. It is a plain fact and Hand should have 
laid down the law that it is no offense against 
our laws to “be” a Communist. That might 
mean merely that one “believes” Communism 
and Americans have a right to believe anything, 
however offensive to their neighbors. To say 
that a person “is” a Communist does not impute 
membership in the Party. The charge of mem- 
bership must be spelled out and even when it is 
spelled out it does not constitute a charge of mis- 
conduct, because it is lawful for citizens to join 


the Party. 


Now, unquestionably, it should be a capl- 
tal crime, tantamount to a combination of 
both sedition and treason, to be a member of 
the Party because the Party is the political 
agency of another nation which President 
Truman, himself, at no great expenditure of 
wisdom, has identified as the enemy in a 
cold war. Even collaboration with the Com- 
munists in the furtherance of their designs 
should be a capital crime, too. 


An eminent criminal lawyer, now retired, 
ng the criminality of the conduct of the 
fellow-traveler, cites for analogy the case of the 
stick-up who waits in the car at the curb while 
his partner with the gun kills the keeper of the 
candy store. 

“It will avail the second man nothing to claim 
an agreement with his partner that no one was 
to be killed,” he writes. “Even if his partner 
corroborate the agreement and say that he shot 
without the consent of his companion, it would 
avail the latter nothing. Once you enter a crim: 
inal partnership you are bound by the acts of 
your partners.” 

But the analogy fails because we have not 
adopted laws declaring these hostile acts to be 
crimes. 

The purposes of the Soviet Union as to the 
United States are hostile and, in effect, criminal. 
All Cémmunists are agents of the enemy and all 
fellow-travelers accomplices. But Judge Hand 


knows, too, that we have no laws to this effect 
and that, therefore, to say that a man “is” a 
Communist is no worse than to say that he is a 
Republican or that he is ticklish. Indeed, as I 
have observed before, the Supreme Court, in a 
side-long remark by Felix Frankfurter, has held 
that it was only in the fair give and take of curb- 
stone repartee in a picketing case to call the own- 
ers of a restaurant Fascists. And that was done 
when Fascism was much more widely and angrily 
recognized as our enemy than Communism is 
today. 

Thus, we have a Supreme Court decision ex- 
cusing the charge of Fascism, but loyal citizens, 
persecuted and put to enormous expense and 
suffering for citing established facts in public, 
cannot get a ruling one way or another from the 
same court on the allowability of a charge of 
Communism. The court decides what it will 
hear and it has never seen fit to decide whether 
it is equally allowable to call a man a Commu. 
nist. 


Mrs. McCullough only remarked that she 
desired not to contribute money to Draper. a 
dainty dancer, and Adler, a mouth-organist, 
because reports of a congressional committee 
had said they were associated with Commu- 
nist fronts. She is undertaking to prove that 
the congressional committee did make these 
statements and, moreover, to prove that they 
did belong to the fronts. She did not say 
Draper and Adler were Communists. 


The decision in the Harry Bridges case kicked 
Judge Hand right in the teeth where it held that 
Bridges could collaborate with the Communists 
in numberless activities all tending toward their 
final, criminal purpose of Violent revolution, pro- 
vided that in the nick of time he should stop and 
refrain. That, of course, is just as silly as Judge 
Hand’s affected and showy pretense at reasoning 
and this absolute collision of the Supreme Court 
with the Court of Appeals leaves the citizen to 
roll his own law. In the Bridges case, Justice 
Douglas Says you have to make a blood test to 
establish membership in the Communist Party 
whereas old Hand says, you can’t even speculate 
on the symptoms shown by a flagrant case. 

You mustn't speculate though the suspect be 
broken out all over and no Department of the 
State or Federal Government will make the test 
for you.

You are beginning to see, I’m-sure, how this basic pat- 
tern is going to work for you. Choose your pattern and I 
can assure you a simple, classic dress can be a big success, 
even outclass a more complicated pattern, for the secret 


is in the cutting and fitting 


Think of yourself a minute— 
and ask—am I a quiet, trim type 
who likes to have my clothes fit 
snug and don’t take any exercise 
or do I lead an active life and 
need a lot of room to swing, my 
arms in driving a car or reach- 
ing up and over? This is im- 
portant to know in advance in 
planning your pattern, for if you 
are an active type you must al- 
low for that or you will not be 
able to move in a pattern made 
to measure. We will go into 
the different ways to handle this 
when we get the changing a pat- 
tern or choosing designs, for aft- 
er all you want comfort as well 
as style. 


After you choose your pattern, 
think long and well on the type 
of material you want, one that 
suits your pattern in texture and 
weight. A plain, smooth mate- 
rial is best*to start on and you 
are not al’ confused with plaids, 
stripes and figures. Some say 
a print is easier, but I differ. In 
a plain fabric you can see and 
measure your darts, seams, etc., 
and even them up. You will next 
be ready to test a print for you 
will know just where they be- 
long. I have had girls say, ‘Well, 
if you make a mistake in a print 
it won’t show.” But that is just 
the point! We want to see it 
and correct it. Then you are 
over that pitfall next time. 


You can put a pretty trim or 
contrasting color on a plain fab- 
ric and set it right off. First ask 
yourself what is this material 
made of? When you invest your 
money anc time in a garment go 
to a good reliable store that 
stands by its merchandise. When 
you choose nationally advertised 
fabrics you know they are just 
what they say they are. “All 
cotton,” “100 percent’ virgin 
wool,” “pure dye silk,” “pre- 
shrunk” or “ready for the nge- 
dle,” “pure linen” and there are 
many types of rayon and nylon— 
combinations of fibers, etc., so 
ask the clerk what the content 
is and how to treat it. Some 
will wash and some will have to 
be dry cleaned. 

Nylon will wash like magic 
but will not iron. You _ will 
learn as you goa good quality 
of any material has more body 
and is easy to work on. It is a 
real joy to work on a fine fab- 
ric. Almost all material today 
is preshrunk and so marked, but 


anyway. 


if not wash and iron your cot- 
ton before you cut. Take your 
wool to a tailor or dry cleaner 
and have them steam and press 
it. (Nip your selvage all along 
the length about five inches 
apart). It will be worth the 
price. When you wash and iron 
your cotton be sure to iron it 
straight across from selvage to 
selvage. Insist on “color fast” 
fabrics. It is wise to wash a 
small piece first to be sure. Al- 
most all manufacturers use a 
“sizing” or “filling’’ to give sub- 
stance to the cloth (sometimes 
it comes off white on 
hands). Beware of a fabric that 
shows too heavy a sizing, for 
it is used to shield a poor, thin 
quality of weaving. If vou use a 
fille? fabric and wash it it be- 
comes thin and limp, then you 
have to starch it every time, but 
if you invest a little more. and 
get a “permanent finish,” which 
means the sizing is fused with 
the fibers in the manufacture 
o the goods, you will always 
have a nice, crisp material. that 
you will not even have to starch. 

Pure dye silk has no filling at 
all. I have had so many peo- 
ple say, “I just don’t know ma- 
terials.” Well, if vou have not 
studied fabrics or sewing in 
school, how are you going to 
know if you don’t ask questions. 
The buyers and merchants wel- 
come questions and the manu- 
factuyers spend thousands of 
dollars on free information in 
magazines, tags and pamphlets, 
so begin to read and ask ques- 
tions about the materials you 
want. 

Most of the better stores train 
their clerks or salesgirls in reg- 
ular classes on wha’ they are 
selling, but, sad to say, some of 
them don’t know any more than 
you do. They only know the 
price and cannot give you an 
intelligent answer, so find one 
that can. Do not guess at it or 
take the word of someone you 
feel does not know. Remember 
the best is always the cheapest. 
Clerks are there to sell, so read 
your pattern carefully and get 
the full amount of material it 
calls for in your size. If you 
skimp on it and run short, when 
you go back for that half yard 
it may all be gone and then you 
will be in a fix. But don’t buy 
an extra yard or two!

Can you love someone you are afraid of? 


Answer: Not whole-heartedly— 
fear always involves some degree 
of hatred. And nowhere is this 
more true than when what you 
fear is a loved one’s disapproval. 
A man without normal self-esteem 
may be deeply devoted to a wife 
who makes him feel that he 
amounts to something, but if, con.

“neurotic compulsions” can be rec- 
ognized by such facts as that they 
occur periodically for no obvious 
reason, involve aims that are sym- 
bolic rather than real, and make 
no sense to outside observers. 
Criminologists must give this sub- 
ject further study.

Answer: It’s a futile undertak- 
ing because you not only cannot do 
it—you can't even really want to. 
For to your unconscious mind it 
would mean losing your identity, 
and thus ceasing to exist.
